The  public  will  have  little  sympathy  with 
a packers'  revolt  in  Canada,  viewing  the 
almost  300  per  cent  spread  between  what  the 
livestock  man  receives  and  what  the  con- 
sumer most  often  pays  at  the  meat  stall  for 
the  same  article,  ft  is  public  experience, 
moreover,  that  there  is  no  dollar  more  in- 
flated at  present  in  Canada  than  the  dollar 
that  goes  to  buy  meat  It  buys  very  little, 
and  that  at  a price  that  is  more  than  double 
what  it  was  before  the  war  Wc  are  aware 
fhat  transportation,  storage,  handling  and 
other  costs  have  to  come  into  that,  but  the 
result  end  is  the  one  that  interests  the  house- 
wife. Nor  are  Canadian  housewives  blind. 

Public  sympathy,  in  this  instance,  will  be 
with  the  Wartime  Prices  and  f rade  Board. 
The  cure  for  this  situation  in  Canada  is  not 
to  jack  up  ceiling  prices,  but  to  restore  to  the 
Canadian  dollar  a little  more  of  its  purchas- 
ing power.  That  can  be  done.  It  will  be 
done  if  the  public  holds  firm,  and  reluscs 
to  buy  at  rxhorbitant  prices  anywhere  It 
is  common  knowledge  that  the  public  itself 
is  getting  the  shortest  end  of  the  bargain  as 
matters  stand  now.  It  is  true  producers 
receive  more  for  their  meat  than  they  did.  but 
that  more  must  be  related  to  the  price  of 
feed,  wintering  and  many  other  factory. 

Of  some  assistance  in  urban  areas  at  this 
impasse  would  be  (he  resumption  in  full 
form  of  the  public  market.  T here  the  farmer 
could  bring  what  carcasses  he  has  for  dis- 
posal. and  take  home  the  benefit  of  whatever 
price  the  public  is  prepared  to  pay  for  good 
meat,  properly  handled  and  inspected.  I rad- 
ing  on  such  a market  would  tend  to  cure 
some  of  the  mflatioiT  in  the  present  case. 
W’hich  seems  out  of  proportion  and  out  of 
season  in  the  public  mind. 

Private  and  public  dollars  in  Canada  will 
not  be  worth  much  if  the  price-wage  spiral 
is  allowed  to  climb  out  of  sight,  under  any 
pretext  whatever.  Meal  is  dear  enough  now.

It  will  be  noted,  without  amusement  that 
the  city  fathers  of  Winnipeg  have  taken  a 
Mackenzie  King  bonus,  and  voted  them* 
selves  the  equivalent  of  two  old  age  pen- 
sions all  around,  with  the  equivalent  of  a 
Cabinet  Minister  s stipend  for  the  mayor. 
Winnipeg  aldermen  have  advanced  their  in 
demnities  from  $1,200  to  SI. 800.  and  the 
mayor’s  allowance  from  $3,000  to  $8,000, 
to  apply  immediately.  As  in  the  case  of  Par- 
liament, two  Provincial  Legislatures  and  the 
City  of  Victoria,  the  public  was  not  con- 
futed. Yet  it  is  the  public  that  will  pay, 

In  the  case  of  the  Winnipeg  City  Council 
wc  notice  that  the  reasons  given  were  differ- 
ent again.  It  was  not  traveling  expenses  or 
hotel  expenses  it  was  not  the  high  toll  of 
f ederal  taxation,  it  was  not  transportation  in 
blank,  nor  even  entertainment.  The  reasons 
advanced  were  two:  Ehc  higher  cost  of  living 
and  the  increased  load  of  work  upon  the 
city  fathers  To  the  latter  reason  one  dis 
tenting  Winnipeg  alderman  gave  a timely 
answer,  when  he  said'.  The  men  who  built 
Winnipeg  wanted  nothing  but  honor  for 
their  service!. " That  is  true 

The  other  reason  remains,  however.  It  is 
that  the  cost  of  living  his  gone  up.  So  what  ’ 
Has  it  not  gone  up  for  the  taxpayer  as  well 
Has  it  merely  increased  for  citv  fathers’ 
Surely  not.  And  what  made  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing go  up’  Was  it  not  in  part  tbe  operation 
of  all  these  inflationary  actions,  including  the 
Mackenzie  King  bonuses  across  Canada?  Ir 
seems  to  have  been  quite  a popular  lead  that 
the  Prime  Minister  has  set  in  Parliament  At 
all  events  it  is  being  swiftly  followed  We 
believe.  hoVever.  that  it  is  a lead  in  the  wrong 
direction  Two  old  age  pensions  per  head 
is  a sizable  bouquet  to  give  oneself  in  Can- 
ada now. 

European  Sfttlrment* 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  imme- 
diate future  of  Europe  hinges  on  the  ability 
of  the  Big  Four'  foreign  ministers  to  end 
the  deadlock  that  has  frustrated  for  the  past 
eight  months  tbe  efforts  of  Allied  officials 
to  reach  agreement  on  European  peace  settle- 
ments. There  can  be  no  recovery  of  national 
life  among  any  former  enemy  countries,  and 
therefore  no  hope  of  enduring  peace,  until 
conflicting  interests  among  the  major  powers 
are  composed  The  gravity  of  the  problems 
which  the  world  hopes  will  be  resolved  or 
compromised  at  the  forthcoming  meeting  in 
Parif  of  British.  American  Russian  and 
French  foreign  ministers,  cannot  then  he 
over-estimated: 

The  fact  must  be  faced  that  Russia  and 
the  Western  Democracies  seem  to  be  pulling 
farther  apart.  Their  interests  apparently 
conflict  on  not  a few  international  questions. 
Sosnet  ambitions  in  the  Mediterranean,  for 
example,  pose  a situation  difficult  for  Great 
Britain,  and  one  that  the  latter  views  with 
notne  apprehension  It  would  be  a policy  of 
despair  to  assume  that  Russian  rejection  of 
the  Security  Council**  decision  on  Iran  pre- 
supposes s similar  disagreement  on  a peace 
settlement  for  Italy,  the  first  and  initially  the 
most  important  to  be  effected,  but  the  doubt 


left  by  Soviet  action  in  the  Iranian  case  is 
disturbing 

Some  means  must  be  found  to  reach  a 
common  denominator  whereby  the  policies 
of  the  major  powers,  within  whose  orbits 
tty'  former  enemy  countnci  must  perforce 
operate,  may  be  reconciled  I imc  is  running 
out  Delay  in  arranging  the  peace  settle- 
ments invites  continued  unrest  jnd  upheaval, 
with  consequent  risk  of  further  collision  be 
tween  tbe  nations  in  whose  hands  rests  the 
responsibility  for  a peaceful  solution  of  all 
European  difficulties.  Any  failure  of  the 
* Big  Four " foreign  ministers  to  reach  a 
working  accord  that  promises  an  end  to  the 
friction  of  recent  months  would  be  viewed 
with  deep  concern  everywhere. 

Empire  New*  (.overage 

One  thing  that  the  British  Commonwealth 
Prime  Ministers  might  consider  at  London 
is  some  plan  to  increase  the  interchange  of 
news  and  views  between  all  British  nations. 
It  remains  true  (hat  the  people  in  Canada 
know  very  little  about  the  people  in  Aus- 
tralia. and  both  of  them  too  little  about 
South  Africa  and  India.  For  the  oldest 
league  of  nations  subsisting  in  the  world, 
the  British  Empire  has  been  backward  in 
fostering  those  human  ties  which  mean  a 
good  deal  in  a restless,  disordered  world. 

It  is  a strange  fact  that  British  peoples 
come  to  know  one  another  best  in  war.  when 
the  ride  of  conflict  churns  them  together  in 
the  same  foxholes,  boats  and  planes.  Yet  in 
peace  there  are  great  opportunities  for  the 
interchange  of  thoughts  and  ideas,  so  well 
as  goods.  The  friendship  and  admiration 
w'hich  follows  close  association  in  war  makes 
the  present  a good  time  in  which  to  do  some- 
thing about  what  has  long  been  one  of  the 
anomalies  of  a great  and  continuing  bond. 

The  nations  dt  the  British  Empire  share 
the  King  in-Parhamcnt,  and  their  subscrip- 
tion to  the  democratic  way  of  life.  They 
share  all  too  little  else,  however  and  that 
in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  this  situation  is 
genuinely  regretted  in  every  British  land. 

I he  Prime  Ministers  might  not  be  able  to 
devise  an  immediate  remedy  but  they  could 
give  a lead  and  direction  to  their  respective 
nations  which  might  bring  about  whole- 
some results  A far  wider  exchange  of  news 
and  views  among  British  lands  would  be 
welcomed,  wc  believe  by  everyone  in  those 
lands,  and  this  without  prejudice  to  the 
world.

Victoria  had  an  interesting  visitor  this 
week  when  Viscount  Lascelles  spent  a few 
days  here  in  the  course  of  a quiet  holiday 
tour  before  returning  to  his  home  in  Eng- 
land. As  the  nephew  of  the  King,  his  pres- 
ence recalls  the  link  existing  between  this 
city  and  the  Royal  Family,  through  The 
Canadian  Scottish  Regiment,  of  which  his 
mother,  the  Princess  Royal,  is  Colonel-in- 
Chicf.  The  sole  social  function  arranged  for 
Viscount  Lascelles,  in  fact  was  the  dinner 
given  in  his  honor  by  officers  of  the  regiment. 

Hosts  and  guest  met  on  common  ground, 
with  a background  of  similar  experience  to 
provide  a bond  between  them  Although 
only  Iff  years  old  w hen  (he  war  broke  out. 
the  young  Viscount,  like  countless  others  of 
high  and  low  estate,  got  into  uniform  as 
soon  as  he  was  old  enough  to  do  so.

Only  near  the 
end  of  the  war.  when  defeat  was  cer- 
tain. did  the  chief  group  working  In 
this  field  muke  some  definite 
progress. 

“It  was  at  this  time,”  says  Profes- 
sor Goudsmlt.  “that  Himmler's  SB.
